CHAPTER 311

AN ACT to amend 62.24 (2) (e) of the statutes, relating to police justice of the peace.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

62.24 (2) (e) of the statutes is amended to read:
62.24 (2) (e) In criminal actions where affidavit of prejudice shall be filed as pro-

vided by s. 354.09, the police justice of the peace shall call in a justice of the peace or
court commissioner of the county to try the case. The officer so sitting shall have the
powers and duties of the police justice of the peace, and shall receive such compensation
as the council shall determine, to be paid by the city.
